Excelsior/Gunnison Copper Project @ Community Conversations Update

Hello,

The Excelsior team is committed to working with ADEQ and EPA on the Gunnison Copper in-
situ recovery permitting process. In conjunction with the permitting, we are actively engaged in
reaching out to the communities neighboring the project site as well as northern Cochise
County. Our most recent efforts include:

» Hosting small, invitation-only Community Conversations in the Town Hall at the Triangle
T Ranch. Excelsior created an oversized postcard invitation along with an email evite
announcing Community Conversations. The invitation list included more than 200 Dragoon-area
residents, compiled and cross checked based on previous inquiries and event attendee lists. The
list represents over 90% of all residents within about a 5 mile radius of the project along
with some key stakeholders.

For the convenience of potential attendees, there was a selection of two presentation dates on
August 2 and August 3.
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We allowed two weeks for RSVPs and offered a dedicated RSVP phone number, so inquires
would receive a personal response. In addition, we followed-up RSVPs with reminder calls or
emails.

We are pleased to note that seven attendees participated in the Community Conversation
sessions.

Community Conversation attendees - who were Dragoon residents - heard a brief project update
and participated in a Q & A session. We presented five, 24” x 36” posters featuring maps,
photos and infographics that addressed key points of the project:
